DESECRATION OF THE EARL OF 
CRAWFORD’S TOMB. 


The deepest horror and indignation have been 
created in Aberdeenshire by the fact that one of the 
most revolting acts of desecration has been com- 
mitted at Dunecht House, the residence of the Earl 
of Crawford and Balcarres, in the parish of Skene. 
The mausoleum in connection with the private chapel 
attached to the residence of Lord Balcarres has been 
broken into, and the body of the late Earl removed 
in the most 


ruthless manner. The audacity with 


which the work has been carried out is remarkable, 
and no such wanton act has ever been committed in 
this country. at least since the ,body-snatching days 
of a former time. Indeed, the only event of a 
similarly daring and successful character that comes 
to mind is the violation of the tomb of Mr. Stewart, 
the American millionaire, and thero is very little 
doubt that the purpose for which the work was per- 
formed was the same in both cases—namely, to 
secure a handsome 8um as à ransom for the body. 
The nobleman upon whose remains this outrage 
has been carried out was one of the most wealthy, 


scholarly, and popular peers of his day. He was the

and ninth Earl of Balcarres, the title being one 
of the oldest in the kingdom. He was born in 1812, 
and educated at Eton and at Trinity College 


where they were 


Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. in 1833. His 
name was familiar to every scholar through such 
works as the ** Lives of the Lindsays,” ** Progression 
by Antagomen,” and other genealogical, anti- 
quarian, and historical works. He succeeded to 
the earldom in 1869, and devoted much of his 
time and money to astronomical research. At 
his own expense he equipped an expedition 
which proceeded to the Mauritius to take 
observations of the transit of Venus in De- 
cember, 1874. In the winter of 1879 his health 
began to give way, and he took a voyage up 
the Nile, afterwards proceeding to Florence. Here 
his condition underwent no improvement, and he 
died on Dec. 13 last year. His remains were conveyed 
to England, arriving in London on Dec. 23, and 
thence they were removed on the 29th to Dunecht, 
interred in the new family 
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mausoleum that had been prepared in consequence of 
the tomb at Haigh Hall, Lancashire, being closed. 
The body, which was embalmed by an Italian 
skilled in the art before it left Florence, was inclosed 
in three coffins: the inner case was of wood, inclosed 
in a leaden shell, and the other was of polished oak, 
elaborately carved and mounted with chased silver. 


DUNECHT HOUSE, 


one of the most princely mansions in Aberdeenshire, 
is picturesquely situated in a romantic spot. The 
building has within the past ten years undergone 
c restoration, and only a very small portion 
of the old residence remains. Attached to the man- 
sion is & private chapel of the most chaste design, 
which is fitted up without regard to expense, and the 
beauties of which have attracted the attention of 
many tourists who have come to see the splendid 
өөө corns d erected in an adjoining park by the pre- 
sent Earl during the lifetime of his father. In con- 
nection with the chapel to which we have referred 
there is a mortuary chapel fitted up in white marble, 
and underneath this is the mausoleum which has been 
so ruthlessly desecrated. 


THE EARL OF CRAWFORD’S 
LONG FUNERAL JOURNEY, 


A singular train of untoward circumstances 
attended the removal of the remains of the late Earl 


from Florence to Dunecht. The body was placed (as | 


already stated) within three coffins, the inner one 
being of soft Italian wood, the middle one of lead, 
and the outer one of oak. In her solicitude for the 
safe conveyance of the remains of her husband the 
Dowager Countess gave instructions that a casket 
of walnut should be made, within which the three 
coffins were deposited. The top of this casket was 
@ cross carved in high relief. 


The conveyance of the remains across the Alps was 
a work of very great difficulty; but, under the care 
of the confidential servant of the deceased, they 
reached France in safety. A small steamer was 
chartered to convey the body to London, and she 
encountered such a violent gale in crossing the 
Channel that the coffin had to be lashed on deck. 

The removal to Aberdeen was safely effected; but 
here another difficulty presented itself. No hearse 
large enough to receive the outer coffin could be pro-

left in a wooden shed on the previous night. The 
tools consisted of a pick, two shovels, and three crow- 
bars, and it was evident that they had all been used 
by the robbers. 

The three officials who were the foremost to enter 
the crypt at first maintained the strictest secrecy as 
to the state in which they found it; but since the 
arrival of the Earl of Balcarres the place has been 
visited by several persons, who were accompanied by 
his Lordship, and particulars have transpired not only 
as to the condition in which they found the place, 
but as to the manner in which the removal of the 
remains had been effected. The three coffins lay 
with one end—the top—resting on the floor of the 
vault. The robbers had evidently been unable to 
lift them entirely out of the recess, but they 
moved them forward, and had allowed the coffin to 
drop violently on to its end. This is rendered more 
likely from the fact that at one of the lower corners

This idea, how- 
ever, is ridiculed by the friends and servants of the 
family. The body was placed in the coffin in the 
presence of reliable witnesses, and the party who 
sealed them signed a document testifying to the fact 
that the coffins contained the remains of the late Earl 
of Crawford and Balcarres. 

The police, in their investigations into the mys- 
terious affair, discovered and preserved the footprints 
of three different men amongst the shrubbery, lawn, 
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and walks near the entrance to the crypt. A laboxrer 
was on Saturday arrested on suspicion of having 
been concerned in the desecration of the late Lord 
Crawford's tomb at Dunecht. His boots were said 
to correspond with the footprints found near the 
mausoleum, but he has not been detained in custody.

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THE JEWEL ROBBERS’ 
HARVEST. 


“CONVEYANCE” OF LADY TREVOL’S 
JEWELLERY. 


Wr learn from Oswestry that one of the most daring 
and successful burglaries ever committed took place 
last Sunday at Brynkinalt, the seat of Lord Hill 
‘Trevor. The mansion of Brynkinalt is situated close 
to Chirk, North Wales, on the Great Western Rail- 
way, and is one of the oldest and finest residences in 
North Wales. On Sunday morning Lord and Lady 
Hill Trevor went to the neighbouring parish church 
аз usual, and at about twelve o'clock the housemaid 
went up to Lady 'l'revor's room, and found it locked, 
the key being inside. She thought her Ladyship had 
returned from church, but immediately acquainted 
the groom of the bedchamber and others, onherfinding 
that her Ladyship had not returned. W. Fowler, the 
butler, and others then went up and forced the door, 
finding to their dismay that her Ladyships private 
drawer had been forced open, and her jewel-casket 
with its contents had disappeared. Among a number 
of jewels stolen were a magnificent and costly 
diamond necklet, diamond pendant with pearl in 
centre, diamond cross, two diamond sprays, diamond 
Һаіг-рій, a large number of diamond, ruby, pearl, 
onyx, and other rings, bracelets, and a beautiful 
heirloom watch. Also from another small case had 
been taken a large amethyst necklet, with bracclet 
and earrings to match. ‘lhe whole of the property 
taken—the above not being a quarter of the total 
quantity—is estimated at the value of £80,000. Lord 
'l'revor's case was also forced open, and an article of 
jewellery taken out. ‘Ihe thieves made their escape 
by means of а rope hanging from the front window 
in the room, and appear to have got clean away. 
The servants in the house were each in turn sub- 
jected to a close examination, and a search was made 


. jn the butler's room, and the result was that the 


police deemed it necessary to take into custody on 
suspicion Arthur Head (the valet) and the upper 
housemaid, Amelia Gardiner, who were conveyed to 
Wrexham.

They shot a dog in the kitchen, fired several shots, 
and smashed all the windows, and finally compelled 
the female servants to leave the house for the night.

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KEEPERS, 


We trust our readers will ere this have read of the 
rescue of the brave men who have so gallantly with- 
stood the siege of the sea on the Calf Rock, and have 
hopefully borne up against the fury of the Atlantic 
billows that demolished the greater portion of the 
Lighthouse which stood as a welcome beacon to 
mariners off the west coast of Ireland. But on 
Mondayevening last H.M.S. Seahorse again returned 
to Bantry Bay, being unable to render assistance to 
the men on the Calf Rock. A letter was, however, 
received from them by means of a buoy and line 
stating that the exposure was being felt, very much, 
as their fires were extinguished several times during 
the day by the sea washing over the dwellings. Fresh 
meat was passed to them by the same means. The 
bedding it was found impossible to pass to them. The 
lighthouse on the Skelling Rocks has. not been 
repaired, though it. has also suffered severely. 


FORTUNE’S LETTER. 


Fortune, principal keeper of the lighthouse, by 
"means of a water-tight indiarubber bag, sent the 
: following communication to Captain Boxer, Inspector 
. of Irish Lights :— 

“I am just going to give you a short sketch of 
the storm on Saturday night, and tell you how 
miraculously we escaped; but I trust I may be able 
to give you & verbal account of it to-morrow. At 
halt-past three o'clock on Saturday morning Lowry, 
one of the labourers, and 1l went to bed, the rest of 
the men being in hours previously. I was only 
lying down for a quarter of an hour, when the sea 
struck the tower heavily three or four times, there 
being flashes of lightning at the same time. At four 
o'clock the whole of. the lantern was blown clean off. 
I jumped out of bed on the instant, and ran and 
closed the lantern and balcony doors. Then I roused 
all hands, aud we stowed away on our bodies as 
many biscuits as we could. After I saw Kelly and 
Lowry safe in the west house, Jack Harrington, 
Byrne, and 1 secured. everything in the tower, 
closing all-doors and boring holes in the wood- 
work to allow water or foul air to pass freely through. 
We were engaged at this work till eight o'clock on 
Sunday morning, when another severe storm came, 
nnd at half-past eight the landings of the tower were 
blown completely off. ‘The rush of water was near 
shutting the three of us outside the door of the 
tower. We then made for the west house as best we 
could, Ibeing the last to desert the old ship. -After 
beiug:an hour in the west house, we determined to 
make forthe kitchen, it being the strongest, in our 
opinior, of any of the houses. We succeeded in 
getting there, the sea and wind being all tkis. time 
most terrific. We have stuck to that shanty ever 
since, and, thank God, it did not deceive us. We 
were. without fire until ten o’clock last night; of 
course, being in our wet clothes all through. I need 
not mention that everything in the way of bedding 
and personal clothing went with the tower. How- 
ever, we do not complain at being without sleep, as 
we can do very well without it until we get home. 
Now we are, thank God, in first-rate order, after a 
supply to-day.”? ·

The great French actress, Sarah Bernhardt, whose 
most natural style of acting took London by storm 
two seasons ago, belongs to that gifted race, which, 
albeit the world is immeasurably indebted to it for 
no small portion of its intellectual enjoyments, is 
yet subjected to cruel persecution in Europe. 
Madame Bernhardt comes from the richly endowed 
Hebrew stock, which Russia and Prussia, in their 
madness, are striving with might and main to drive 
from their more or less despotic Empires. The out- 
rage of which Madame Bernhardt was the victim 
occurred in Southern Russia. With an indignation 
common, I trust, to most Englishmen, I read the 
subjoined telegram from Paris in last Saturday’s 
Daily Telegraph :— 

Particulars have been received here of the brutal 
demonstration made against Mdlle. Sarah Bernhardt at 
Odessa on Nov. 25. It appears that during the day the 
gifted actress had received several warnings that something 
of an unusual character was about to occur. In con- 
sequence, she deposited her diamonds in a place of safety, 
but took no other precaution. The performance that 
evening was as successful as ever; and when it was over, à 
friend offered to accompany Malle. Bernhardt to her hotel, 
and the carriage had proceeded some 200 yards without any 
interference. Suddenly, however, it was stopped by a 
furious mob, which cried, * Down with the Jewess! Out 
with your money!" Stones were hurled at the vehicle; 
but the coachman, stimulated by the promise of a handsome 
tip, broke away and reached the hotel in safety. Here 
another crowd was gathered, and the attack recommenced 
with unabated vigour. 

Mdlle. Sarah Bernhardt, with admirable presence of 
mind, opened the ease containing the jewellery she had just 
worn, end flung the glittering toys among the people. A 
scramble immediately ensued, and the actress and her com- 
panion, taking advantage of the lull, rushed into the hotel, 
the doors of which were at once closed. It was not a 
moment too soon, as, while Mdlle. Bernhardt lay fainting 
in the hall, the mob endeavoured to effect an entrance, 
shouting, *Out with the Jewess! She has given us false 
diamonds. Out with her, or we shall smash everything Ї The 
actress, who had quickly recovered from herswoon, laughed 
gaily, exclaiming, ** Do these gentry think that I am going to 
cast pearls before swine ?" Quiet was not restored till past 
midnight, and a number of arrests were made, The troops 
occupied the houses of the wealthier Hebrews, to defend 
them from aggression, and patrols promenaded the streets 
inhabited by the Jews all through the night, Nevertheless, 
many excesses were committed, und several shops were 
wrecked, including that of Solomon Bernhard, who was 
believed by the crowd to be a relative of the actress. 
Through the night Mdlle. Sarah Bernhardt never closed 
her eyes, and in the morning she was found in such a state 
of nervous excitement that she could not utter a word. 

——9——— 

It is due to the richly endowed race of which 
Mdme. Sarah Bernhardt is a brilliant ornament to 
say that abhorrence and contempt have been excited 
in this country by this cowardly attack—but one of 
many similar outrages of which the Jews in Russia 
and Prussia have to complain. By their genius, their 
briliant qualities, and their wondrous talents the 
Jews have made the Universe their debtors. 
Though persecuted abroad, they are ever welcome 
in England—not slow to show her gratitude to 
the People she delights to honour. I am glad, 
in conclusion, to note one thing. That is that 
Madame Bernhardt's ill-treatment at the hands of 
her savage assailants in the South of Russia does 
not appear to have had any prejudical effect on the 
pecuniary success of her tour. Mr. Irving (justly 
proud of his great receipts in Glasgow and in Edin- 
burgh) should be particularly interested in the fact 
that the receipts of four performances at Odessa and 
two at Kieff last week amounted to £3500.
